EUGENE FITSCH first studied art at 
the Albright Art Gallerics, in Buffalo, 
and won a scholarship to the Art Stu- 
dents League, which is one of New Yorx’s 
proud boasts. He had not been at the 
League long before he was an instructor 
as wéll as a student. His lithographs and 
etchings were accorded one man shows 
(before he was out of school) at the 
Weyhe and Merton Galieries. 


But all of this was not paying for meals 
with too much ease, and he became a 
scene painter for the Robert Bergman 
Studies, where Robert Hdmond Jones, 
Norman Bel-Geddes, Lee Simonson, Ray- 
mond Sovey and Cleon Throckmo:zton had 
their sets painted. Thus it was that he 
Was sent to Dennis five seasons ago to 
paint Raymond Moore’s ‘‘Cape Cod Fol- 
lies.” And he has been here each sum- 
mer since. The Brooklyn Museum and 
Museum Nationale in Paris have his 
etchings on permanent exhibition, and 
the Cape Cinema had loan exhibitions.

OUR DIRECTOR - 


BURK SYMON is compicting his sec- 
ond season as director of The Cape Play- 
house.

Later engaged by Bel- 
asco, Mr. Symon aSsisted in the produc- 
tion of “Polly With a Past,” “The Goid 
Diggers,” “Tiger Rose,” “Kiki ian 
Bell,” “The Return of Péter) Grimm. 
David Warfield’s “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice,’ “Deburau” and ‘The Dove.” One of 
his more recent efforts on Broadway was 
the discovery of Katharine Hepburn 
through his direction of “The Warrior’s 
Husband.”

The mere list of programs presented 
from year to year at the Cape Play- 
house, Dennis, indicate that Mr. Moore 
has consistently fulfilled by deeds his 
promises to himself in founding this 
unique theatre—to make it America’s 
most famous and most widely imitated 
summer theatre. 

The list tells its own story—but it 
should be pointed out that such great 
present day favorites as Robert Mont- 
gomery, Bette Davis, Lloyd Nolan, Drue 
Leighton, Henry Fonda and Margaret 
Hamilton received their real start at the 
Cape Playhouse; that Mady Christians 
made her first American appearance there 
in 1933; and that many excellent plays 
were first produced at Dennis, before be. 
ing taken to Broadway to become nation- 
al hits, as for example, “When Ladies 
Meet.”

in the American theatre as an actor and 
playwright. “The Poor Nut,” “Kempy” 
and “Dream Child” are but three of his 
more impoitant comedy contributions to 
the theatre. He is a native of Ohio who 
commenced his stage career in the days 
when Booth and Barrett and Jefferson 
were his fellow players. His first theatre 
activity was in behalf of a Shakespear- 
ian Repertory Company. His first play- 
writing achievement was “An Indian 
Romance,” and, produced with Robert 
Downing as its star, it was also his first 
success. For ten years Mr. Nugent de- 
voted himself to the vaudeville stage— 
and his stories about his two-minute ex- 
temperaneous speech on any subject 
suggested by the audience are gems. In 
all he has had fifteen plays of his own 
on Broadway, and he has appeared in 
“Kempy,” “Chicken Feed,” “The Comic,” 
“Mister Romeo,” “The Breaks, ae AY Re- 
quest,” “The Skyrocket,” “Fast Service,” 
“Mhat’s Gratitude,’ “Big Hearted Her- 
bert” (which he performed here last sea- 


son) and “Dream Child.” His son and 
daughter, Hil.ote and Ruth, apreared 


with him in “Kempy,”’ and Ruth and her 
husband, Alan Bunce, appeared with him 
in “Dream Child.’ Eliott is now one of 
Hollywood’s favorite screen directors— 


and in between plays Mr. Nugent himself” 


is apt to be found whipping a movie into 
shape. One of his odd moment Hollywood 
efforts was writing the scenario for “The 
Unholy Three,” which starred Lon Chan-

PHILIP HUSTON has had many notes 
written about him, inasmuch as this is 
the end of his third summer at The Cape 
Playhouse.
